Upson Fibre-Tile needs only an additional coat 
of paint every few years to renew its glossy beauty 
and fresh charm. 


Compare Upson Fibre-Tile with other boards of 
a seemingly similar nature. Note how much harder, 
stiffer and stronger Upson Fibre-Tile really is. 


Then too, note its smooth, lintless surface. Imi- 
tations invariably have a fuzzy texture which may 
double the cost of finishing because extra coats of 
paint are required to give a smooth tile-like surface. 

Every panel of Upson Fibre-Tile and Upson 
Board is kiln-cured to minimize expansion and con- 
traction. It is water-proofed which enables it to 
withstand moisture, steam and even ordinary leaks. 


MADE IN TWO PATTERNS 


Upson Fibre-Tile is about 14 inch thick and is 
made in two Tile patterns. The square tile measures 
4’ x 4’, while the oblong is 4” x 114”. 

Both patterns come in panels 48” wide by 6, 7, 
8, 9, 10, 12, 14, and 16 feet long. Being made of 
processed wood fibres of the highest grade, the 
panels are strong, yet light in weight. One car- 
penter can apply Upson Fibre-Tile unassisted. 


INSIST ON UPSON SELF-CLINCHING 
FASTENERS 


Upson Fibre-Tile and Upson Board are the only wall-boards
